A Ncvel Challekgb. — The notorious Gen 
Lane, the leader of the Freesoil forces that 
recently invaded Kansas, has published a letter 
to Messrs. A. W. Doniphan and A. G. Boon, 
leaders of the pro-slavery party. The General 
undertakes to defend himself against the accu- 
sations of his opponents and makes many strong 
charges in turn. Among other matters, he 
speaks of "a mother and daughter ravished by 
ttearly one hundred fiendish men." He closes 
bis epistle with the following unique cballecgr: 

I presume there is no one, even in the slave 
States, so stultified in intellect as to now 
imagine that the effort to inflict the curse of 
slavery on Kansas by force and arms is not en- 
tirely futile. You can, therefore, have no other 
object in the invasion of Kansas than the desire 
for bloodshed. When you get ready for another 
invasion to gratify this hellish disposition, in 
order to save a further imperiling of our be- 
loved Union, I will entertain a proposition like 
this: You to select one hundred actual slave- 
holders, born and raised in slave States, who 
have already been engaged in this conflict, 
Atchison & Co. among the number; and I to 
select one hundred actual non-slaveholding 
settlers of Kansas, myself included; we being 
the party invaded and baring the right to select 
time, place, distance, and weapens, who shall 
fight in presence of twelve nJBmbers of the 
Senate and twelve members of the House of 
Representatives of the United States, one half 
of whom shall be selected by each party, wi h 
the mutual agreement that the blood of the 
parties thus selected shall settle this vexed 
question, and save Kansas from further outrage. 

As no letters are permitted to reach me in 
Kansas, through Missouri, you will direct your 
answer to Indianapolis, Indiana. Yours,

If the challenge be accepted, we think that 
twelve members of the Senate and twelve mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives ought not 
to have the exclusive privilege of looking on. 
A6 there are to be two hundred pribcipals in the 
fight, there should be two hundred seconds, one 
to each combatant, and then the rare spectacle 
should by all means be free to the whole nat on.

If the redoubtable Lane would narrow down 
his proposition to a simple old-fashioned fight 
between himself and some "border rufiiau" 
champion, leaving out all his nonsense about 
the presence of the twenty-four members of 
Congress and the staking of the Kansas ques- 
tion upon the issue, we guess he would find no 
°reat difficulty ru getting himself promptly ac- 
commodated. By the way, we see that the ed- 
itor of the Cincinnati Enquirer tells his readers 
tbat the numb»r of the Horatii and Curatii who 
met in mortal combat was /out teen. We hard- 
ly know whether he is the greater historian or 
politician.

Hawkes 
and Griswold were partners in the jewelry 
business at Chicago, but failed. Griswold 
sent his wife to Connecticut in care of Hawkes, 
but the latter instead of taking his charge to 
her proper destination, journeyed with her to 
Canada, where they called themselves man and 
wife. They were traced to the Norfolk House, 
arrested, and brought to this city. Jane Louise 
repudiates her rightful husband, and declares an 
abiding affection for Hawkes. Hawkes and 
Mrs. Griswold were discharged yesterday af- 
ternoon, and Mr. Griswold was arrested for 
debts to the amount of $25,000.

Mr. King, the great shooter at Saratoga 
Springs, was not very well on Monday, the 6th 
inst., and failed.

cent steam frigate Wabash arrived at Ports 
mouth on Friday, the 3d inst She has proved 
a complete success, havii g averaged from 
twelve and a halt to thirteen knots an hour 
from New York to Portsmouth. This vtssel 
has reflected much credit upon the naval con- 
structors, and her friends say she has com 
me need a new era in naval affairs. President 
Pierce will go South in this vessel as far as 
Norfolk in a very few days; for which purpose 
the Wabash has put into Portsmouth. She will 
afterwards proceed to Havana. 

Improved Flouring Mill. — We learn from 
the English journals that an important im 
prorement in the manufacture of flour has beer, 
patented in England, by means of which an in- 
creased quantity of flour is produced from a 
given quantity of wheat. The value of the 
improvement seems to consist chiefly, if not 
wholly, in the power of the mill to extract 
from the grain ail its nutritive portions, by pro- 
ducing, in addition to such quantity of flour as 
it is capable of affording of the first quality, 
several inferior qualities, by which an increased 
value is given to portions which, by the oidina- 
ry method of flouring, are comparatively worth- 
less. An experiment was lately made in Lon- 
don, for testing the merits of the mill, in pres- 
ence of a number of gentlemen, several of 
whom were appointed by the admiralty, with a 
view of determining whether the invention 
should be introduced into the government vict- 
ualing establishment at Deptford. The follow- 
ing statement is given of the results of the ex- 
periment, viz: 

100 lbs of wheat produced 54* lbs of the first 
quality of flour, 10^ lbs of the second quality, 
t$j lbs of the third quality, 8 lbs of the fourth 
quality, b j lbs < t the fifth quality, called sharps, 
*nd 7 J lbs of bran, being 98 lbs of alimentary 
matter, with a loss of only 2 lbs of debris, the 
general product of the best working mills in 
present use beitg only 63 lbs. flour, the bran 
and the loss being more considerable. The 
flour, which in common mills is turned out in a 
very heated state and cooled by a- cold\ blast of 
air, was in this machine, tu/liect outsufficientiy 
cool for immediate- use,* and, asWSry be estima- 
ted, a sa.Ying.of tb*n*!l5 pel* cent, wt-s-eetured.

The body of 
this magnificent and colossal tomb is an exact 
reproduction of that of Agrippa, in the Vati- 
can. The sarcophagus, which is to be placed

In presenting the twentieth annual report of 
the Protestant Episcopal Orphan Asylum to the 
patrons and friends ot the Institution, tbe man- 
agers rejoice in being able to record another 
years experience of continued blessing from 
Him who "defendeth the fatherless and the 



The Auburn Murder. — The theory has 
been advanced that, in cases of sudden death, 
the last object seen is daguerroetyped upon the 
retina. It is evident that, were this the case, 
an important source of evidence would be ad- 
ded to those already derivable from post-mor- 
tem examination. So far as we know, this the- 
ory is as yet unsupported by any positive ob- 
servations, though it harmonizes with the ac- 
cepted doctrine, that every nervous impression 
involves a molecular change in the nerve mat- 
ter itself. 

Dr. Sanborn, of Auburn, made such exami- 
nation of the eyes of Mr. Beadle, recency mur- 
dered in Auburn. The editor of tbe Adverti- 
ser, of that place, says: 

"We were present during that examination, 
and have at least this testimony to bear, that 
there is Vruth in tbe principle involved. Dr. S. 
made a skillful dissection of the eye, and suc- 
ceeded in bringing the retina, one of the most 
delicate of human organs, being an expansion 
of the optic nerve, under the view of a micro- 
scope. There was nothing on the retina exam- 
ined which would lead to the detection of the 
victim's murderer, but Hurt too* that impressed 
up on it which suflicient y establishes the fact 
that the retina retains th* last impression made 
upon it. What we saw ourself we do not feel 
disposed to make an affidavit of, and therefore 
prefer not to state; but we will say that an ex- 
amination of the retina of an eye, with a com- 
mon microscope, reveals a most wonderful as 
well as beautiful sight, and that in this instance 
we discovered, as upon 



ed to the children of our care, while they have 
been steadily improving in knowledge and use- 
fulness, and are being trained both in the 
school and family by the pious and efficient la- 
dies of the household to be, as far as in them 
lies, valuable members of any community in 
which their lot may be cast. Sixteen children 
have been admitted during the past year, and 
eighteen have been removed to good homes or 
to the care of near relatives. Present number 
forty; but we are frequently receiving applica- 
tions for admission and shall probably number 
a much larger household shortly. Of our fam- 
ily at this time, there are fourteen only four 
years old and under, and we would call the at- 
tention of our patrons to the fact of tbe help- 
lessness of infants of such tender years and 
tbe increased expense incidental to the main- 
tenance of an Institution, tbe oldest of whose 
inmates is a girl of only eleven, wUh tbe excep- 
tion of one grown girl, whom a benevolent 
teacher of this city is educating free of cost, 
and who is consequently always engaged at 
school. We feei that all praise is due to our 
indefatigable matron and nurse in their suc- 
cessful care of such a nursery, there having 
been no sickness in the Asy lum, through the 
mercy of Heaven, nor any deaths duriLg the 
past year, save those of three infants, whom 
we lost in the summer from teething. Our 
thanks are likewise due to our able and atten- 
tive physician, Dr. Hewitt, for his generous 
Eervices to the Asylum, believing, as we do, 
that his vigilance as often secures us against 
disease as his skill is blessed in subduing its at- 
tacks and preventing its spread. 

But, while we speak of the number of small 
children in our charge at present, we can point 
to interesting facts evincing their industry and 
the habits of usefulness in wtich they are 
trained. Four little girls, under ten years of 
age, not only make .heir own clothes, but de- 
light in showing garments of their manufacture 
for the infants in the nursery. During the va- 
cation, these little creatures, and a few others 
•f like tender age, accomplished six quilts.and 
thirty yards of carpet. While recording, how 
ever, the prosperity within the walls of our 
Orphan Home, which has cheered our hearts 
ana strengthened our hands in another year of 
toil for its welfare, we have to state 
unusual depression in our finances, owing 
not, as we well know, to any lack of generous 
interest on the part ot those who so long have 
most liberally sustained us, but to thesubscrip 
tion list (in the hands of gentlemen much en- 
gaged in business) having been overlooked, and 
in this way the collections falling far short of 
our necessities. We therefore record with 
grateful emotion our thanks to the congregation 
of Christ Church for a most noble contribution 
at a period when we were in debt to the trea- 
surer for the daily food of the children, which 
timely relief was immediately followed by a 
lar^e benefaction from St. Paul's. 

In conclusion, we would earnestly appeal to 
all the friends of the orphan to sustain us in 
our struggle for their support during the ensuing 
year, if our friends in the country would 
think of the wants of the Asylum, and 
send us such vegetables or other articles of 
daily consumption as they may be able to spare, 
it would contribute much to reduce our ex- 
penses, as well as tend to increase the comfort 
of children, whose only gladness is in the 
generous care of those, who, in bright homes of 
abundance, with their own smiling ones snr- 
rounding them, yet "forget not the needy"— 
mr.y many such be found, tenderly and bounti- 
fully mindful of these unfortunates, on whose 
little lips the sweet and soothing word, 
"mother," never trembles, nor on her heait of 
love may even the helpless head of their in- 
fancy be cradled! 

With the winter before us, and at the high 
rates cf fuel and food, we shall need increased 
help to meet our numerous wants, and we do 
therefore anxiously commend this touching 
charity to the generosity of all who feel for 
the orphan, and who remember that the Savior 
commits to the care < f His followers both His 
"poor" and His "little ones."

The Baby is Dead. — A long, black scarf, 
trimmed with broad, white ribbon, hangs upon 
the door knob. A death-like stillness pervades 
the entire mansion: all within moving with the 
softest tread, and speaking in softest whispers, 
as if fearful of disturbing the repose of scm 
loved one. Those passing along the street ob- 
serve the sombre scarf, and the instant change 
in the countenance betrays the thought, "the 
baby is dead!" Yes, the baby is dead, and not 
only those who have been familiar with its 
sparkling eyes, but the stranger, who received 
the intelligence solely from the scarf on the 
door, feels that a home has been robbed of a 
precious idol. How d^ep was the love that had 
clustered around the innocent babe; and ohl 
how terrible is the blow its death inflicts. 

The baby is dead! It no longer clings in in- 
nocent love to its mother's bosom, or stirs with 
fondest joy its father's heart. Its prattling has 
ceased for ever, and its once laughing eyes are 
closed in an eternal sleep. But even in death it 
seems to have lost none ef its sweetness. It lies 
so calmly in its silken-cushioned coffin, prepar- 
ed with so much care; it has been arrayed in its 
costliest garments, its pure brow trimmed with 
a fragrant wreath, and flowers have been scat- 
tered over its lovely form. As it is thus array- 
ed, the babe seems only to be sleeping; but 
alas! it is that sleeping which hath no waking. 

The baby is dead! Around it are gathered 
many whose sympathies it has aroused, and 
whose love it has excited. The minister leans 
over tbe cold form, and touched with the sight, 
tears trickle down his cheek*, while he exclaims, 
"Thus saith the Lord, 'Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not, for of such 
is the kingdom of Heaven."' 

The baby is dead! It is about to be shut for- 
ever from the sight o ' those who loved it as no 
others could. Oh! how the mother clings to 
the lifeless foron; and, as she imprints the last 
fervent kiss upon its cold cheek, how her very 
heart strings seem to break ! And the father, 
though he has manfully braved toils, cares, and 
dangers, now feels unmanned, and weeps like a 
child, as he bends over the corpse of his lost 
one.
